Scientists Ready to 


Work On Tests with 


Pilotless Weapon 


ABOARD USS MT. MCKINLEY 
En route to Kwajalein UIE>—The 
scientists who successfully super­ 
vised the first American airdrop 
of a hydrogen bomb, were report­ 
ed today preparing an even more 
"interesting shot” to be touched 
off about mid-June. 
It may be a 
hydrogen bomb warhead attached 
to a pilotless missile. 
A B52, world’s fastest intercon­ 
tinental bomber, sent the hydrogen 
bomb toward its target over tiny 
Namu Island in the Bikini Atoll at 
dawn today and then streaked to 
safety. 
The success of the experiment 
meant that the United States now 
has a team of hydrogen bombs 
and B52s that can destroy any city 
in the world. 
Nevertheless, nuclear scientists 
were believed already to be at 
work on an even more powerful 
partnership—the H-bomb and the 
pilotless missile that can streak;

President Eisenhower has said

Today’s airdrop was an awesome 
answer to Russia’s recent, but un­ 
proved statement that it already 
has detonated a hydrogen bomb 
from an airplane.

What Was Expected 
But for the task force personnel 
who knew the bomb’s anticipated 
power vield — estim ated at IO 
million tons of TNT—the spectacle 
was exactly what they expected 
to see. 
In dropping the bomb from an 
altitude of 10,000 feet, the United 
States answered in deeds and not 
words Russia’s recently unsupport­ 
ed claims that it was the first na­ 
tion to explode a hydrogen bomb 
from the air. 
Even though the spectacular shot 
at dawn was the most spectacular 
in the current series of therm onu­ 
clear tests, task force authorities 
hinted the most im portant test was 
vet to come. 
Can Be Tailored 
Rear Adm. B. Hail Hanlon, com­ 
mander of the task force conduct­ 
ing this year’s nuclear tests, has 
said the H-bomb can be tailored 
to big missiles. 
Proof of the portable H-bomb’s 
incredible power was burned into 
the memory of observers this morn­ 
ing.But the United States is not put­ 
ting all its therm onuclear eggs in 
one bomber 
It is building a larve 
family — from small ones for 
knocking down enemy planes to 
even bigger ones than the glint 
exploded at dawn. 
Newsmen aboard this communi­ 
cations ship witnessed what was 
apparently a pigmy H-borab explo­ 
sion 16 days ago at Eniwetok Atoll. 
It could be delivered easily bv 
light bomber or a medium sised 
missile. 
Yet its power was estimated at 
equal to more than 30,000 toss of 
TNT — a firecracker compared to 
today’s monster— but bigger than 
any weapon used in W orld War II 
and about twice as powerful as an 
A-bomb.
